All the marble belo: ‘to the de- 
scendants of the original Purbeck 
quarrymen who ed the ld, 
and no other person has any it in 
the generics, None other is allowed 
| to join the guild.. None can ever be- 

come a member of the guild, save he 

be of the blood. 3 

This peculiar guild has been in ex- 
istence for many hundreds of years— 
probably, indeed, before the coming 
of the Normans. As thesé quarry- 
men, naturally, ‘can. trace their 
descent to the times beyond the Con- 
quest, they are indeed: aristocrats, 
with. probably, ‘no equals in the 

| House of Lords itself, as regards ac- 
curacy and length of pedigree. 

As soon as a quarryman’s son 
reaches the age of fourteen, he is ad- 
mitted to the guild, being appren- 
ticed under some member—usually 
his father—until he is of age. When 
he reaches the age of twenty-one he 
is entitled to become a freeman of the 
guild. Every Shrove Tuesday a 
meeting is held in the Town Hall at 
Corfe Castle, where those entitled to 
their treedom pay the price, which 
consists of 6s. 8d., a large tankard of 
ale, and a penny loaf. 

When once the man becomes free 
in this manner, he has the right to 
take marble or stone from anywhere 
he wishes in the isle—though. of 
course, he has to pay a fixed royalty. 
On severe! occasions différences have 
arisen between the local authorities 
and the members of the guild; but 
the quarrymen have ever been vic- 
torious. 


. Thus.. the men, at. the same time. 


are members of a benevolent dem:+- 
craery and a rigid autocracy, and 
theirs is the strongest of monopolies. 
If they wish to open a quarry on any 
man’s tand, they simply set to work, 
without bothering to ask leave. Many 
a time the landowners have tried to 
put an end to this state of affairs, but 
have failed. 

If 2 quarryman wishes to construct 
a private road, so as to be able to 
carry his stone through to the main 
turnspike, he does it. Without ques- 
tion, he is entitled to drive his 
over any private estate. 

Naturally, there are many curious 
eustoms which the quarrymen have 
to observe, but.4hese-are, pot_anergua..| 
Thus, when a merry vik marries, 


road 


he must also buy his wife’s freedom 
—although this only costs a shilling. 

But the last freeman married in 
the east of the-isle.@ach year, and 
the last married in the west of th» 
isle, instead of paying a sum _ of 
money. each furnish a football, made 
of leather, filled solidly with smaller 
pieces. The men who are the newest 
freemen kick one of these balls about 
the field adjoining the Town Hall at 
Corfe Castle; while the other ball, 
with a pound of pepper, is sent to 
be kicked about the Ower Road, as a 
sign of the quarrymen’s right of way. 

It should be mentioned that the 
quarrymén of the Isle of Portland 
once possesssed similar rights to 
those of Purbeck. These, however, 
were disposed of, to a certain extent. 
to the Government when Portland 
Prison was established. Still, strict- 
ly speaking, only the quarrymen and 
their descendants may work the stone 
from the hills, convicts only being 
allowed in the quarries as an act of 
courtesy, and not of right.

When Spoons Were Rare. 

Silver spoons were not counted by 
the host in the days of good Queen 
Bess, for then every lady and gentle. 
man carried his or her own spoon 
when going out to dine. Substantial 
spoons they were, too, not used for 
mincing bites, but half-grown ladles 


Only persons of wealth could afford 
them. 

During the reign of Henry VIII. the 
apostle spoon came into vogue. At the 
top of the shanks were small figures 
of the apostles and in the days when 
they were made it became the custom 
to give a set of 13, including one with 
an effigy of the Christ, to brides. It 
was considered generous, however, to 
give the wedded pair two spoons, one 
ior each, with their initials plainly 
marked, so there would be no confu 
sion at fashionable tables. There were 
also spoons which were a combination 
of marrow borer for handle and just 

lairi spoon for the bowl. 

How'the Roundheads rebelled against 
the religion of the Catholics is shown 
by spvons from which the saints have 
been chopped. This made the shanks 
hard to hold and gradually a conces- 
sion to ornament was made by flatten- 
ing the shanks at the end. This form 
develo into the modern spoon with 
its widetop handle.

Trained purses bave their faults, 
Just as physicians and clergymen have 
their weaknesses, but there ix no detiy- 
ing that the futelligent trained nurse 
bas largely contributed to the trifimph 
of modern surgery and medicine. Med- 
feal pnd. val practice would be 
one fided and incomplete if the meth- 
ods of treatment. however scientific, 
were left to careless or ignorant hands 
for admint«tration. 

How often we hare ocension to note 
the rapid change for the better that 
takes place when « patient is removed 
to a sunfiarinm or a trained nurse 
takes charge, even thongk ‘no item of 
the drug treatment or diet is changed. 
Regularity and system are largely re 
sponsible for this result, but andoubt- 
edly there. is a. certnin- value-in the 
mental suggestion that accompanies 
the assurance of trained care and su- 
pervision, just as the daily visit of the 
physician fortifies and cheers, even 
though he gives no medicine. 


Nursing In Acute Diseases. 

Aside from surgical prictice, the 
trained nurse is of greatest service in 
severe acute ‘diseases, “8nch as’ pneu) 
monia, typhoid fever, etc.. when con 
stant watchfulness is required and 
Prompt administration of remedies or- 
dered by the physician In certain emer- 
gencies. 

Some people are born nurses, which 
means that they have clear beads, 
good nerve control, presence of mind 
and good temper. patience and sym- 
pathy.

Here is where 
the physician should keep a watchful 
eye open and see that the fearful tyr- 
anny of chronic invalidism does not 
exact ap ulnecessary sucritice, The 
chronic invalid becomes self centered, 
lives in a world apart, where the bodi- 
ly or intizmities fl! vearly 
the whole’ field of ¢ lousness, This 
self absorption and introspection are 
often unduly fostered and encouraged 
through tender’ bearted sympatby on 
the part of family and friends. 

There are few diseases that justify 
the slavery that is so often imposed 
by the chronic invalid: It is the phy- 
sician’s duty to bring about a more 
norma! relationship and lift his patient 
out of the rut of weak self pity and 
selfish tyranny over others. 

Chronic disease is indeed a pitiable 
condition, and the physician should be 
the last to withhold sympathy or com- 
fort, but his influence should be ex- 
erted to gevelop courage, patience and 
self denial on the part of the sufferer, 
to the end that other lives may vot be 
needjessly sacrificed.

When the pa- 
tient is feeble une part of the body 
at a time may be quickly and gently 
bathed. Alcohol! and water, equal 
parts, with gentile massage, is often 
refreshing and restorative. 

The hot pack, cold pack and cold 
bath for reduction of temperature 
should be used only under the advice 
and direction of the physician. In 
mild fever, besrever, sponging the 
body with cold or tepid water or al- 
cohul and water will prove grateful 
and often reduce fever.

Diet In Fever, Eto. 

. People are often at a joss what to 
give a fever patient to eat. Ip acute 
fever caused by indigestion or bowel 
trouble, especially in children, it is bet 
ter to withhold food until the system 
hus been cleured of poison. Some 
persons fear starvation if fvod is pot 
given within twenty-four bours. A 
little barley water, or plain boiled wa- 
ter is better than food, which will only 
remain undigested and add fuel to the 
fire. “An empty bouse is better than

In protracted fever there is a great 
Waste of tissue. and albuminous food 
is required to muke, good this loss 
This is supplied by broths, soups, milk 
and eggs. Carbobydrates (sturches, 


supply energy hd lessen the waste of 
nitrogenous tissues. These may be 
given in the form of strained rice, 
strained vatmeal, crusbed wheat and 
barley, partially predigested if neces- 
sary. 

Beef tea cannot be relied upon for 
jourishment, but is a good uppetizer 
and of some value as a stimulaut. 


Useful Invalid Foods. 

Albumen Water.—Cut the white of 
one fresh egg in numerous directions 
witb scissors, shake it up in ua bottle 
witb six ounces of pure cold water and 
a pinceb of salt and strain through 
muslin. Useful for infants witb acute 
gastro-intestinal trouble, when wilk 
must be withdrawn. 

Bari Water (Thin).—Add a tea- 
spoon’ or “barley previously wa 
in cleur cold water to a half pint of 
boiling water witb a pinch of salt. Al- 
low it 4o simmer by the fire, “stirring 
occasionally for ane bour; then strain 
through muslin. 

Imperial Drink.—Pour a pint of boil- 
ing water on a beaping teaspvonful ; 


crear of tartar; add a little sugar and 
lemon peel; strain when cold. This is 
cooling and increases the activity of 
the kidneys. 

Linseed or Flaxseed Tea.—Mix to- 
gether three drams of unground flax- 
seed (linseed), thirty grains of extract 
of licorice and ten ounces of builing 
water and allow to stand from one to 
four hours in a warm place. Do not 
boil. A little lemon juice and sugar 
aud one or two drams of gum arabic 
will improve the mixture. This “tea" 
is especially valuable in acute colds, 
bronchitis, laryngitis and some forms 
of bladder trouble. It should be more 
generally used than is the case, 

“Beef Tea.—Take a pound of lean 
beef, free it from fat and fibrous tis- 
sue, cut into small pieces. Place these 
in a crock or fruit jar with a good 
cover. Add to it a quart of cold wa- 
ter and ten or twelve drops of dilute 
bydrocbloric acid. Stand ip a mod- 
erately warm place for ap bour; ben 
let it simmer gently for two hours 
more; then strain and season with salt 
and pepper, if desired. It should be 
administered bot, an ounce or two at 
a time. 

farinaceous Beef Tea.—To beef tea, 
prepared as in the formula first given, 
add a little well cooked oatmeal or 
cracker dust and serve bot. Barley 
water or rice water may be likewise 
enriched by beef tea.
